Alleges she was pepper 
sprayed, restrained in 
chair for hours

A woman who was pepper sprayed after being 
put in a restraint chair while waiting to be booked 
into the Grant County Detention Center has filed 
a lawsuit against the facility. 

Lonzie Maggard-Owen and her husband, 
William Owen, filed the lawsuit Aug. 20 in Grant 
Circuit Court against 
the detention center, 

Jailer Terry Peeples, the 
Grant County Fiscal 
Court, two nurses and 
multiple deputy jailers. 

Maggard-Owen, a 
47-year-old female, was 
arrested at approximate¬ 
ly 7 p.m. July 14, 2013, 
by Kentucky State 
Police for a violation 
related to fish and wild¬ 
life resources. 

While being lodged 
in the Grant County 
Detention Center, 

Maggard-Owen alleg¬ 
edly was allowed to 
roam the facility with¬ 
out any supervision by jail staff. 

She also was not properly sent through the 
intake procedures and was not checked by the 
nursing staff to determine if she had any health 
concerns, according to the lawsuit.

WHS matches score; 
GCHS dips slightly

Williamstown High School matched its 
composite score from last year while Grant 
County High School dipped slightly in recent¬ 
ly released ACT results. 

The data is from high school juniors who 
took the test during the 2012-13 school year. 
Those students are seniors this year. 

Since 2008, state law has mandated all of 
Kentucky’s public school juniors participate 
in the ACT, which assesses English, reading, 
mathematics and science and is scored on a 
scale of 1 to 36. 

At Grant County High School, 264 students 
took the test and received an average compos¬ 
ite score of 18.3, which is slightly done from 
the 18.7 the group of juniors’ scored two years 
ago. 

“Although our overall composite score fell 
just .4 away from our score in 2012, we obvi¬ 
ously were expecting an increase and were a 
bit disappointed,” said Grant County Schools 
Assistant Superintendent Jennifer Wright. 
“Our goal is to have procedures in place to 
sustain systemic growth over time.” 

In the individual subjects, the GCHS stu¬ 
dents scored below the state average. 

The science and math scores were the high¬ 
est at 18.8 and 18.5, respectively. 

The state averages, however, were 19.5 for 
science and 18.9 for math. 

GCHS scored 18.2 in reading, 1.2 points 
lower than the state average.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Plan a fall 
vegetable garden 

A lright, I know, this last week already felt 
like fall but it really is only the end of 
August. This year may just be the 
perfect year to pull off the perfect fall garden as a 
result. Ample moisture and relatively mild 
temperatures mean that a second round of planting 
for a fall garden can get a good start. The challenge 
with the fall garden is getting seed and seedlings to 
germinate and grow during the heat of the end of 
summer. If we stay mild we have a better chance. 

I have garden room to replant now that the 
potatoes, leeks and onions have been harvested. 
All the debris has been removed and the soil turned 
with additional compost (remember that every 
chance you have to add compost will improve your 
soil thus improving the crop). 

If temperatures turn really hot again (which 
looks unlikely for now, at least) consider shading 
the bed prior to planting, as well. Many seeds will 
not germinate if the soil temperature I above 85 
degrees. I have found that shading the soil with an 
old window screen or row cover can cool the soil 
enough for pea, lettuce and spinach seeds to 
germinate. Keep the shade in place as long as you 
can; it will also help keep the seed bed evenly 
moist and keeps deer and rabbit from grazing when 
you’re not looking.

Twice as nice 

When it comes to a second round of summer 
crops success really depends on how the rest of the 
season plays out. Beans, squash and cucumbers 
can be seeded directly into the garden but if the 
weather turns cool earlier in the fall then the 
harvest will likely be thin; for the fall garden I 
usually focus on the crops 
that like it cool. Cole crops 
like broccoli, cauliflower 
and Brussels sprouts are 
perfect for the fall garden 
because they prefer mild 
weather conditions. 
However, put out seedlings 
instead of direct seeding; 
germination is tricky now 
and a timely harvest is 
unlikely unless you have 
small plants to work with. A 
shade here can get things 
established earlier, as well, 
but I doubt that we will need 
this device so much this 
year.

You can't beet this! 

A sure second crop from seed and some that can 
be left in the garden to mature despite cooler 
temperatures, include kale, Swiss chard, turnips, 
radish, carrots and beets. All will germinate now 
and persist easily into early winter. In fact, I have 
left carrots in the ground well into winter letting 
the garden be a natural root cellar, harvesting the 
carrots as needed. Setting out another round of 
onion sets and seed potatoes can yield some nice 
produce by late fall, as well. 


We’ve been framed 

Another strategy to employ involves some 
creative uses for old storm windows. Build a little 
cold frame so that the spinach and lettuce crops can 
last well into winter. A simple cold frame can be 
built using straw bales or old concrete blocks or 
bricks for the sides and a storm window set at an 
angle toward the south to capture the warming rays 
of the sun. A little ventilation is good because you 
don’t want to bake the greens on a sunny day.... 
and do be mindful of the weather so the lid can be 
lifted up or down accordingly. 

We built a moveable frame out of two by sixes 
that I can pick up and move wherever I want. Once 
it is in place I can cover it with an old trellis that 
we have covered in heavy plastic secured with 
staples. This cold frame can go wherever I chose 
and will allow me to grow greens well into winter. 
I plan on extending my harvest as late as possible, 
but if all else fails at least I know I’ll have the 
parsnips. They are always the last thing to be 
harvested because they need some chilling to reach 
their peak flavor. They are not ready until we have 
experienced at least three hard freezes; the cold 
turns the starch to sugar in these root vegetables 
making them so delicious dug fresh from the 
garden

RELIGIOUS VIEWS 

How are 
you living? 

I recently posted a message on Facebook 
that described how we constantly dabble 
in the world and expect a full life. This 
idea seems mainstream to me. I believe there is 
an epidemic of Christians trying to live with one 
eye on Jesus and the other pining for the world 
and its pleasure. 

As a pastor, I continually see professing 
believers in Jesus Christ live exactly like the 
world. The question that they seem to be ask¬ 
ing is “how close to the world can I get and still 
be Christian?” This question is not only danger¬ 
ous but misguided. We have created a cultural 
Christianity that has a everything goes mental¬ 
ity. Many Christians watch the same movies 
everyone else does, listens to the same music 
everyone else does, spends money like everyone 
else does and embrace the culture just like ev¬ 
eryone else. 

Not only is there apathy toward holiness, 
there is a belief that expecting holiness is some¬ 
how judgmental or old fashioned. Churches that 
teach a feel good message with no accountabil¬ 
ity nor any message of repentance seem to be the 
ones that grow the fastest. People give hearty 
amen to the sermons on holiness and morality 
then “check in” on Facebook in places and situ¬ 
ations that are counter to the gospel. 

I can already 
hear some who 
read this think 
that maybe I 
just had a bad 
day, or am hav¬ 
ing some sort 
of perfectionist 
vision of what 
being a Chris¬ 
tian is, but I am 
genuinely con¬ 
cerned. The 
concern I have 
is for the luke¬ 
warm lifestyle 
that does not 
lead to bless¬ 
ing and abundance but frustration, confusion 
and discord. I am concerned for the children of 
those who treat morality as optional not a natu¬ 
ral expression of the gospel. I am concerned for 
churches that have the job of shepherding and 
proclamation but often fall short due to hypoc¬ 
risy and apathy. I am concerned that our Chris¬ 
tianity is often tacked on to the life we really 
want to live and is more like an insurance policy 
than a lifestyle. I am concerned for the reputa¬ 
tion of the gospel. If we are preaching a gospel 
that doesn’t change anything but what we do on 
Sundays then is it really good news? 

Jesus Christ changes things. Radical transfor¬ 
mation and regeneration in Christ should make 
us as believers act differently. We should stand 
out. I reject the fallacy that has been propagated 
over the last decade or so that we have to be like 
the world to reach the world. Relevance has be¬ 
come the highest of virtue rather than holiness. 

We need a return to biblical living and holi¬ 
ness that is an outpouring of what Jesus Christ 
has done in our lives. A lifestyle that is not about 
legalism and rules but a life that gladly lives in a 
way that brings glory to God, honor to his name 
and lives up to a life worthy of His sacrifice. 
That is a life that is full and abundant and hope¬ 
ful and worthwhile. That is the kind of Christian 
I want to be and I want my church to project. 

We have much to change, much to adjust and 
much to repent of. Let that start in me and you.

Josh will be leaving next month for a second tour in 
Afghanistan. He bought Rusty for Casey to keep her 
company while he’s away. 

Rusty, a 6-month-old Jack Russell, with brown 
spots sprinkled across his face, was headed back to 
New York on Aug. 15. 

“I’ve got him back and he’s going to stay with me,” 
Casey said. “I’m going to tie his leash to a seat belt so 
that when I stop he won’t be able to escape and anyone 
trying to grab him will have to work to get him.” 

When he got to the couple’s home, Rusty attacked 
Josh. 

“I picked him up and he just kept licking me,” Josh 
said. “I just held onto him for awhile. It was a relief to 
get him home.”

While waiting inside the jail, she passed out and fell to the 
concrete floor. 

The jail stafF members did not check on her condition and 
immediately placed her in a restraint chair. 

Maggard-Owen “made complaints to the unprofessional, 
undisciplined, unregulated, ill-trained, immoral, vindictive and 
tyrannical staff members of injury to her head and neck and that 
they were causing her physical pain.” 

While being restrained by at least four jail stafF members, 
Maggard-Owen was sprayed in the face with pepper spray by 
Deputy Napier. 

Along with surveillance video footage of the incident, a 
handheld camera was being used by a stafF member to record 
the incident. 

According to the lawsuit, Napier said she would “mace the 
‘bitch’”, referring to Maggard-Owen, before she was in 
restraints. 

Before the pepper spray incident, Maggard-Owen had 
thrown Napier’s supper on the floor while she was unsuper¬ 
vised in the facility. 

The lawsuit also alleges that after being pepper sprayed, 
Maggard-Owen remained in a restraint chair for hours without 
the jail attempting to decontaminate or neutralize the burning 
effects of the spray. 

Maggard-Owen’s lawyers, Brent Threlkeld and Pete 
Whaley, said that, as far as they know, no disciplinaiy action 
has been taken against any jail staff member involved in the 
incident. 

Threlkeld said it was important to file the lawsuit in Grant 
County instead of in federal court in Covington. 

“The citizens of Grant County, when they see what hap¬ 
pened, they’re smart enough to know it’s wrong,” he said. 

The following day after her arrest, the charges against 
Maggard-Owen were amended to a misdemeanor by the pros¬ 
ecutor and she was granted 365 days conditionally discharged.

Alumni return 
for annual

Lady Braves beat 
former players; Alumni 
best GCHS boys team

More than 50 former Grant County 
High School soccer players returned to 
their old stomping grounds last week to 
participate in the 11th Annual Grant Co. 
Alumni Soccer Game. 

Players from three different decades, 
ranging from as far back as 1995 to as re¬ 
cent as 2012, were in attendance for the 
event, which was held Aug. 16 at Grant 
County Middle School. 

For 2003 graduate Garrett Griffith, the 
game was not only a chance to catch up 
with some old friends and former team¬ 
mates, but also an opportunity to get an 
extended look at the team he was recent¬ 
ly hired to coach. 

Griffith, who’s team lost to the older, 
more mature alumni team, said the game 
was a good lesson for his Braves in what 
playing good, fundamentally sound soc¬ 
cer is all about.

Matt Trekamp is believed to be the 
most senior member of the alumni teams.

GCHS Braves 
begin season 
with new coach

Entering the season with a new head coach would 
be a dramatic event for most athletic programs. But 
for the Grant County High School boys’ soccer team, 
it’s business as usual. 

For the fourth time in five years, the Braves begin 
the 2013 season under the leadership of a new head 
coach. But Garrett Griffith is no stranger to the pro¬ 
gram as he is a former Braves’ player himself who 
has spent the last five seasons overseeing the middle 
school’s soccer program. 

A 2003 graduate of GCHS, Griffith takes over a 
program that is on the rise, winning six games a year 
ago following a one-win campaign in 2011. Griffith is 
excited about the progress that has been made since 
he took over, saying the transition from the former 
coaching staff to his own style has been smooth. 

“The guys are catching on pretty easily,” he said. 
“But it’s all a work in progress at this point. 

“I had most of these guys in middle school so they 
understand a lot of what I am tiying to do,” Griffith 
said. “Of course, middle school and high school are 
a lot different. The players are bigger, faster, stronger 
and smarter. So we have to be bigger, faster, stronger 
and smarter ourselves.” 

A recent pre-season matchup between current 
GCHS players and former GCHS alumni gave the 
new head coach his first extended look at the Braves 
in action. Griffith said he was pleasantly surprised. 

“We really played a lot better in that game than I ex¬ 
pected,” he said. “That just shows how much we have 
improved and that the 
hard work over the 
last couple months is 
paying off.” 

Leading the 
Braves into battle this 
season will be three 
seniors and a strong 
and talented group 
of 11 juniors. Four 
sophomores and six 
freshmen round out 
the Braves’ roster. 

Griffith says the 
goals for the team this 
season will be simple, 
to work hard and con¬ 
tinually improve with 
an eye on post-season 
success. Making a 
name for themselves 
within the district 
will be a priority after 
failing to win a game 
against district op¬ 
ponents the past two 
seasons. 

“We just need to 
play smart, funda¬ 
mentally sound soc¬ 
cer. Slow it down, 
take our time and sim¬ 
plify the game,” Griffith said of what it will take for 
the team to reach its goals. “As long as you are funda¬ 
mentally sound, you’re going to be in eveiy game.” 

Simon Kenton is once again the leader in the dis¬ 
trict with a strong senior class, but overall, the entire 
district is rebuilding after suffering heavy losses to 
graduation a year ago. 

But there is no break at the regional level with 
teams reloading more often than they rebuild. 

“I have no doubt, we play in one of the toughest 
regions in the state,” said Griffith. “Year in and year 
out, the region is always strong.” 

Providing the senior leadership for the team will 
be the trio of Robbie Nelson, Sampson Reed and 
Brett Smith. The junior class consists of Joel Hornsby, 
Jordan Kearns, Austin Beach, Cohn Cain, Ben Wil¬ 
loughby, Cole Barnes, Bret Marinacci, Bret Moore, 
Roman Jaconette, Jose Aguazul and Christian Mc¬ 
Gee. 

Cesar Barajas, Kaleb Willoughby, Brandon Wolfe 
and Dustin Willi ams are the sophomores, while fresh¬ 
men Tme Williams, Ethan Howe, Nathan Yaeger, 
Stuart Smith, Matthew Barnett and Bo Cobb round 
out the roster. 

The Braves kick off their season this week with 
home games against Holmes on Tuesday and Coving¬ 
ton Latin on Thursday. JV action starts at 5:30 p.m. on 
Thursday followed by the varsity at 7 p.m. 

Grant Co.’s first road game will be Tuesday, Aug. 
27 at St. Patrick. 

A highlight on the Braves’ schedule this season 
is the Sept. 21 Grant County Invitational, which will 
feature such teams as Gallatin County, Villa Madonna 
and Conner.

GCHS golf teams on course for season

With a resume that includes winning the 
2005 Kentucky Open Championship and later 
being named the Kentucky Amateur Player of 
the Year, it’s safe to say Cale Barr knows a thing 
or two about winning golf. 

As the first-year coach of the Grant County 
High School boys’ golf team, the former Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky team captain hopes to instill 
that same kind of winning attitude into a pro¬ 
gram he believes has the potential to contend 
for regional championships and trips to the state 
tournament on an annual basis. 

And the results in the early part of his first 
season as head coach have been encouraging, 
with the Braves holding their own in tough tour¬ 
naments in Louisville as well as the Northern 
Kentucky area. 

Two noteworthy finishes included fifth in the 
Oldham County Invitational at the Nevel Meade 
Country Club, widely considered one of the 
toughest tournaments in that part of the state, 
and second in the Boone County Rebel Classic 
at Boone Links. 

“We’ve got a lot of young guys on the team 
but they are all showing a lot of improvement,” 
said Barr. “We’ve just got to keep getting better 
and getting tougher out there on the course to 
reach our goals.” 

Inexperience and team depth are among the 
team’s weaknesses, but a strong worth ethic 
makes up for it, says Barr. 

“Our players have very strong work ethics,” 
he said. “Our guys push themselves every day 
to get better.” 

Leading the team is junior Cody Kellam, a 
strong contender for the regional championship 
who has the skills and talent to play collegiately 
at the Division I level. 

Kellam has turned in several impressive per¬ 
formances this season, including at least three 
top five finishes while playing against top com¬ 
petition. The junior standout consistently shots 
in the low-to-mid 70s. 

Seniors Trey Adams and Jacon Vrolijk also 
help carry the load for the Braves, with fellow 
senior Alex Thompson coming on strong as he 
gains experience as a first-year member of the 
Braves team. 

Other members of the Braves’ roster include 
Kyle West, Luke Adkins, Jay den Cummins, Bo 
Hammonds, Michael Frost and Will Clayton. 

Barr, who started coaching because he loves 
to teach the game and see players improve and 
have success, says the team has goals of doing 
well at regionals and being well-represented at 
the state tournament in October.

“We’ve got a lot of potential, we just need 
to keep working hard and keep improving,” he 
said. “I think we have a good chance at making 
it to the state tournament if we play up to our 
capabilities.”

22 at Fairway Country Club in Owen County 
before taking part in the Commodore Classic at 
Tates Creek High School in Lexington on Aug.

After starting the season with a team championship at the Central 
Kentucky Conference Tournament, the Grant County High School 
Lady Braves’ golf team has maintained a consistent level of play that 
has it ranked among the best in the region. 

And while he is pleased with the con¬ 
sistency his team has shown in compiling a 
record of 73-20 through eight tournaments, 
coach Marcus Camacho is still waiting on 
the Lady Braves to take steps forward as a 
team. 

“We started out at a certain level and have 
played well in maintaining that level. But 
we haven’t really gotten better as a team,” 
said Camacho, who is in his 22nd season as 
coach of the Lady Braves, including the last 
15 as head coach. 

“Individually, we have improved,” con¬ 
tinued the veteran coach. “We’ve got some 
that have improved and some that have gone 
the other way. We’ve got very good poten¬ 
tial as a team. But we just haven’t put it all 
together, yet.” 

The Lady Braves shot a 352 in the sea¬ 
son-opening conference tournament victory 
but have been able to top that score only two 
times since. The team’s best performance 
was a 350 at the Lady Rebel Invitational 
held last week in Boone County. 

“To reach our goals, we need to be shoot¬ 
ing in the 335 to 340 range by the end of the season,” said Camacho. 
“That means our number three through number five players have to 
step up.” 

Leading the way for the Lady Braves in the top two spots has been 
junior Macy Wright and sophomore Sarah Boden. The pair has been 
impressive from the start and has been among the top finishers in ev¬ 
ery match.

Wright, who leads the team with an average 
of 78, won the Villa Madonna Invitational and 
was second in the Central Kentucky Conference 
championships as well as the recent Montgom¬ 
ery County Invitational. 

Boden has turned it on in recent matches and 
won the championship with a score of 80 at the 
Lady Braves’ most recent competition at the 
Montgomery County Invitational. Her previ¬ 
ous best performances were a pair of third place 
finishes at the Lady Rebel Invitational and the 
Mason County Invitational. 

“Sarah was sick and didn’t start out too well 
with a double bogey and a bogey on the first two 
holes,” Camacho said of Boden’s win at Mont¬ 
gomery County. “But she kept her head in the 
game and recovered well and played solid all 
the way though on a very difficult course. 

“Macy was not shooting the ball as well as 
she normally does,” Camacho said. “But again, 
it was a very difficult course. 

“Both Sarah and Macy always play tough. 
You can always count on them,” the coach said. 

Injuries have plagued the Lady Braves and 
their progress as a team in the early part of the 
season. Junior Morgan Crupper, who normally 
plays the role of number three behind Wright 
and Boden, has battled a knee injury all season. 
But she played well in the team’s most recent 
match at Montgomery County, which is an en¬ 
couraging sign for the Lady Braves. 

With a roster that includes only one senior, 
three juniors, one sophomore and two fresh¬ 
men, and seven others between third and eighth 
grades, youth and inexperience would appear to 
be a weakness for the Lady Braves. But that’s 
not the case, says Camacho. 

“Our strength is the experience of the play¬ 
ers,” he said. “Most of them have been on the 
team for several years, so the pressure of com¬ 
petition should not be a problem.” 

Camacho makes it no secret that a regional 
championship and trip to state is a goal of his 
team. 

But success at the regional and state level is 
nothing new for the program, which has been 
represented at state either as a team or by an in¬ 
dividual in 19 of the program’s 24 years in ex¬ 
istence. 

The next action for the Lady Braves will be 
Aug. 24 in the Bluegrass Invitational held at the 
Heritage Hills Country Club in Shepherdsville, 
followed by the Gene Hilen Invitation at Juniper 
Hills Country Club in Frankfort on Aug. 31. 

Other members of the Lady Braves’ ros¬ 
ter includes senior Baylee Bruce, junior Brit¬ 
tany Hudson, and freshmen Hannah Davis and 
Kelsey Henry. Eighth graders Samantha Schawe 
and Kelsey Connelly lead a strong middle school 
group that also includes seventh graders Taylor 
Apnsperger, Courtney Smith and Katie Michels.

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Class of 1988 honors lost classmates with annual scholarship

Jeff Voelker was 17 years old at 
Grant County High School when 
he was diagnosed with melanoma 
or skin cancer in a mole on his 
arm. 

“We didn’t know much about 
cancer and really didn’t know how 
serious it was,” said his mother, 
Charlotte Voelker. 

Jeff had surgery and took 
monthly treatments at Duke 
University. Doctors told him if the 
cancer didn’t return within a year, 
he likely had beaten it. 

“Just before the year was up, 
the cancer was back,” said 
Charlotte. 

Jeff spent the next four years 
undergoing experimental treat¬ 
ments. The cancer spread to his 
brain and after months at Markey 
Cancer Center in Lexington and 
the University of Cincinnati, Volker 
died of cancer at the age of 21. 

“He was never in a bad mood 
and always a lot of fun to be 
around,” said David Sponcil, a 
friend of Voelker’s. 

“He was down to earth and 
never thought he was better than 
anyone, “ said Gina Austin Smith, 
also a classmate of Voelker’s. 

Voelker loved farming and was 


a member of the Future Farmer’s 
of America. He also loved horses. 

When the GCHS’s Class of 
1988 five-year reunion approached, 
Voelker’s classmates decided that 
his memory would not be forgot¬ 
ten. 

“He was a very special person, 
not just to the GCHS Class of 
1988. His loss was devastating to 
his family and friends,” said Mary 
Lee Chance Smith, president of the 
GCHS Class of 1988. 

Voelker was a volunteer fire¬ 
fighter with the Williamstown Fire 
Department and was someone who 
loved life. 

“He was amazing, just one of a 
kind,” said Charlotte. “He sure did 
love life and he never felt sony for 
himself.” 

Even after his cancer diagnosis, 
Voelker said her son would be the 
first to visit and talk with a neigh¬ 
bor when they received a cancer 
diagnosis. 

At the five-year reunion, the 
class started collecting donations 
with hopes of establishing a schol¬ 
arship in Voelker’s name. 

“We wanted to keep Jeff’s 
memory alive and help a graduat¬ 
ing senior at the same time,” Smith 
said. 

In 1998, at the 10 th -y ear reunion, 
the group became more focused

and included information about 
establishing a scholarship in a 
mailing they sent out to more than 
160 graduates. 

“We still weren’t sure we could 
ever actually make this happen, but 
we were determined to try,” Smith 
said. 

Before the 15 th class reunion, 
Chance said classmates reached 
out to his parents, John and 
Charlotte Voelker, and others 
bringing the total amount collected 
to $2,500. 

They began working with 
GCHS staff, established a scholar¬ 
ship application and formed a 
selection committee composed of

David Sponcil, Todd Davis and 
Patrick Gambrell. 

In 2004, they were able to 
award the Jeff Voelker Scholarship 
to LeAnnda Gordon. This year, 
marked the 10 th scholarship they’ve 
given away to a senior. 

“It’s very sweet of his friends,” 
said Charlotte. “We were just 
moved and touched that they want¬ 
ed to keep his memory alive.” 

Each May, Amy Prather 
Robinson, a member of the GCHS 
Class of 1988 and now a teacher at 
GCHS, awards the $250 scholar¬ 
ship. 

“We know it isn’t a lot of 
money, but we do it for much more 


than the money. We’re hoping that 
they can put it with other money 
they receive and it will help,” 
Smith said. 

Another unexpected benefit 
came in the form of keeping a 
sense of unity among classmates. 

“I enjoy coming together and 
working on this and I look forward 
to each reunion because it is the 
time to remember,” Smith said. 

GCHS’s Class of 1988 will 
hold their 25 th reunion from 6 to 10 
p.m. on Sept. 7 at Verona Vineyards. 
The cost is $40 per person and 
includes dinner. For more informa¬ 
tion, call Smith at 859-240-7739 or 
by email at mlcsmith@insightbb.

Since Voelker’s death, five 
other classmates (Richie 
Chamberlain, Chuck Conley, 
Bobby Clemons, Craig Glacken 
and Mike Plunkett) have also 
died. 

“Even though the scholarship is 
named for Jeff, we do feel it’s a 
way to bring us together and 
remember the ones who are no 
longer with us,” Smith said. “We 
know a lot of our classmates are in 
the middle of raising families so 
it’s a challenge to get financial sup¬ 
port to keep the scholarship going, 
but we are hoping that people who 
knew and loved Jeff will join us.”

The building, which was 
constructed with funds raised 
by the little league, was a total 
loss, as well as the contents, 
which included team spirit 
wear, programs for the season 
and all the equipment for the 
games and the concession 
along with food and supplies 
to be used for the season. 

“All of the sudden we had 
to pay for these expenses out 
of our pockets,” Peer said. 

Little league fees do not 
cover all expenses associated 
with the program. Peer said 
additional money is received 
through advertising and spon¬ 
sorships. 

Peer said many parents had 
already paid for the children’s 
uniforms so the league had to 
dip into their reserves to pay 
for the replacements. 

“We lost the ability to sell 
concessions, which allows us 
to pay umpires and for field 
maintenance, so that’s another 
area that was severely impact¬ 
ed,” he said. 

The fire also destroyed the 
field’s light box, which meant 
no lights for the field at the 
park, which forced the league 
to split up the games between 
Crittenden and Mullins Field 
on Barnes Road in 
Williamstown. 

“This was a burden on our 
families because they were 
often forced to drive back and 
forth between the fields 
because of multiples games 
and multiple children in the 
league. As they passed restau¬ 


rants, they would stop there 
instead of buying from us as 
we tried to make do out of 
coolers so we were again 
impacted by the amount of 
money we could generate,” 
Peer said. 

Peer described the fire as 
having a snowball effect on 
the league for the last two 
years. 

“It’s just not about not hav¬ 
ing lights, although two-thirds 
of our games can’t be played 
early in the season because it 
does get dark earlier,” he said. 

The Grant County Fiscal 
Court, which owns the park, 
has said that lights won’t be 
restored at Gibson Field until 
the controls can be placed 
inside a permanent fire-proof 
building, which the league nor 
county currently does not have 
funds to build. 

A “Build It Back” fundrais¬ 
er was held after the fire and 
generated $8,800 in donations. 
Even with insurance on the 


building, it took 10 months for 
an insurance check to be issued 
because the fire was rules as 
arson. 

“That complicated things,” 
Peer said. “Way more than any 
of us anticipated.” 

It took 10 months for the 
insurance check to be issued. 
During that time the league 
had to absorb invoices for lost 
product and had to adjust oper¬ 
ating costs to account for the 
lost concession revenue. 

“We have had discussions 
about plans for a new building 
but they have not been final¬ 
ized nor approved by the fiscal 
court,” said Tabatha Clemons, 
parks and recreation director. 
“Our discussions have focused 
on overall park improvement 
by including restrooms in the 
building and concession facili¬ 
ties. I want to make sure when 
we rebuild we meet little 
league’s needs, as well as park 
needs.” 

Support from the communi¬ 


ty has been essential, Peer 
said. Beans Cafe in Dry Ridge 
supplied a hot dog cart to sell 
concessions this year and 
donated a portion of the pro¬ 
ceeds back to the league. 

Another fundraiser is 
planned for later this fall. 

Peer said that little league 
and parks and recreation have 
met and discussed future plans 
for the park. 

“Simply building a small 
room building behind home 
plate does not provide the 
facility with the right long 
term needs,” Peer said. 

The league’s number one 
priority for 2014 is to get all 
the games back at Grant 
County Park and to get back to 
being able to offer conces¬ 
sions. 

Peer said the little league 
board has set some short-term 
goals for improvements at the 
park, which include grading 
the field at the park so water 
pooling can be eliminated and 


installing permanent fencing, 
which is expected to cost 
around $10,000. 

“Quotes are also being made 
to reconfigure the rookie 
machine pitch field (at the 
back of the park) to extend the 
fence so that it can hold all 
machine pitch and fast pitch 
softball,” Peer said. 

The grading work took 
place last week. 

“We will be working on new 
traffic patterns in the park dur¬ 
ing the spring as well to help 
with congestion during the 
season,” Clemons said. “The 
overall plan I have for Grant 
County Park is for it to con¬ 
tinue to be a place where the 
community can gather for 
events, reunions, baseball 
games and special occasions.” 

He said the league supports 
Clemons’ future plans for the 
park. 

“Our goal is still to invest 
money into the complex for 
the kids with a long-term 
vision of being able to provide 
more opportunities for the 
kids,” he said. “The public 
probably wondered what we 
had been doing but really we’re 
just now in a position where 
things have stabilized.” 

While there’s much work to 
be done, Peer said the board 
knows it will have to pick and 
choose which projects can be 
funded. 

The other priority for the 
league is to recruit more vol¬ 
unteers. 

“Player enrollment has dou¬ 
bled, but our volunteer num¬ 
bers have not,” Peer said.

The lowest score came in 
English where the juniors scored 
a 17.3, more than a point below 
the state average of 18.4. 

“Our area of concern would 
be English and reading as they 
took a .7 drop from the previous 
year,” Wright said. “The high 
school is already analyzing the 
data to determine needs in the 
classroom. Our English teachers 
are working to review and revise 
their classroom assessments and 
unit structure to ensure they are 
rigorous and aligned with the 
College Readiness Standards.” 

Since the test results are from 
a different set of students each 
year, Wright said it is important 
to look closely at that group’s 
data and make decisions about 
how best to meet their needs indi¬ 
vidually and as an entire class. 

“Our high school does a great 
job of looking at student’s PLAN 
(10th grade assessment) scores, 


reviewing their MAP (Measures 
of Academic Progress) data, and 
considering their class grades to 
get an idea of where students 
have strengths and where they 
may struggle,” Wright said. “Our 
high school uses all of this data to 
help determine class schedules as 
well as having implications for 
classroom instruction. 

The district has also received 
a $20,000 grant from AT&T that 
will specifically target student 
help on the ACT. 

The money will allow for the 
purchase of The Real ACT book 
for every student in 8th, 9th, 10th 
and 11th grades and will be used 
in the classroom as a way to help 
prepare students for this test. 

Williamstown 

It was dejavu for Williamstown 
High School as the 56 juniors 
who took the ACT last year score 
an identical composite score of 
20.8 from the previous year. 

The composite is 1.6 points 
higher than the state average of 


19.2. 

Using results from the stu¬ 
dents’ 10th grade PLAN test and 
the practice ACT, the group was 
projected to score from 18.7 to 
22.9 on the test, said Williamstown 
Independent Schools Assistant 
Superintendent Misty Middleton. 

“We were pleased with the 
class of 2014’s performance,” 
she said. “Their score of 20.8, 
which equaled that of the class of 
2013, put them in the middle of 
that range. Naturally, we would 
like for ACT scores to continue 
to increase every year, but we 
know, that each year, classes of 
students are different and have 
different strengths and weakness¬ 
es. By looking at their longitudi¬ 
nal data, we feel we can focus our 
attention on the needs of students 
so they can improve their score 
and meet their goals and we can 
determine if we are on target to 
meet college and career readiness 
benchmarks.” 

All of the individual subject 


scores for the WHS students 
were also above state averages. 

The science and reading 
scores were the highest at 21.5 
and 21.3, respectively. 

The students were two points 
above the state average in sci¬ 
ence and 1.9 points above in 
reading. 

The WHS juniors scores 20.4 
in math, well above the 18.9 
state average score. 

The lowest score for the 
group came in English with a 
score of 20. 

“This class’ English score, 
although above the state aver¬ 
age, declined rather sharply from 
previous administrations of the 
ACT,” Middleton said. “This is 
something we will look at in 
hopes of assessing the problem 
and figuring out the next steps. 
However, the other three sub¬ 
jects rose slightly.” 

Williamstown’s smaller size 
plays a great factor in preparing 
students to take the ACT, said 


Middleton. 

The staff uses data from the 
students’ 8th grade EXPLORE 
test, the 10th grade PLAN test 
and the practice ACT to build on 
their strengths and work through 
their weaknesses. 

“Each student receives proper 
mentoring from staff, so they 
understand where they are, the 
areas they need help in, and the 
plan to help them grow as learn¬ 
ers,” Middleton said. “The indi¬ 
vidual attention our teachers and 
support staff give students is 
phenomenal to watch. It is not 
uncommon to see students stay¬ 
ing after school, arriving early, 
or squeezing in time during 
lunch to meet with teachers in 
order to gain a little extra help 
and a boost of confidence neces¬ 
sary to improve their ACT 
scores. Students also take active 
ownership in their role for 
improving their score because of 
the school’s focus on individual 
learning.”
